Are you planning to work this summer? 

Mr. John A. Balkoski, District Manager of 
the Bushwick Social Security Office at 860 Wil¬ 
loughby Avenue, Brooklyn 21, New York, has 
some timely advice for students about jobs 
and social security cards. Mr. Balkoski sug¬ 
gests that if you have never applied for a 
social security number, you shoud do so now. 
Employers want to see your social security 
card so they can get your exact name and 
number from it. Many employers will not hire 
a person until he presents his social security 
card. 

If you had a social security card but lost 
it, you should apply for a duplicate card and 
one will be issued to you with your original 
social security number. 

Even if you work part-time, it is necessary 
to have a social security number so that all 
your wages will be credited to your social 
security account. This will start you off with 
your social security insurance which will pay 
you and your family dividends in the future. 

Mr. Balkoski recommends that students who 
wish to apply for a social security card, 
should do so now in order to avoid the late 
June rush.
